Summary of Telos from the Far Gast. 


JAPAN. 
- YOKOHAMA. 

The present P. and O. mail brings advices from this port to 
the 27th May; and by the Pacific mail we have nine days 
later news, viz., to the 5th June; the French mail from Lon- 
don April 10 arrived out on the 28th May, and the following 
P. and O. mail of April 17 was received on the 2nd June. The 
Japan Herald supplies the following items of intelligence :— 


But little news has transpired relative to the Formosan expe- 
dition since our last. By return to Mageck of the Japanese 
steamer Yukomaru, which vessel arrived from Formosa on the 
4th June, a few particulars have been received from the expedi- 
tion. After the arrival of the first four vessels the soldiers dis- 
embarked. Soon after landing one scout was attacked by For- 
mosans, who cut off his head and stripped him. Soon after the 
Japanese fighting, but the Formosans retreated. On the 
Japanese side one man only was killed and one wounded ; but 
on the other side about fifty were found dead and wounded. 
The Japanese are progressing fast with buildings on the island. 
Before the above atfair occurred two steam launches which had 
been ae the bay received some shots from bushes, which 
were quickly returned, and the natives dispersed from the place. 
We hear that the plan of the campaign in Formosa is upon a 
novel basis. The troops are to do nothing for the next six months, 
unless they should be attacked, but are to await instructions from 
Tokio. Meantime, negotiations are to be set on foot to crave per- 
mission from the Chinese Government to allow hostilities to be gone 
into against the Formosan savages. This is to be done to save 
the national honour, which has been tarnished by making the 
ridiculous fawz pas that has occurred. The Japanese Govern- 
ment’s late policy has converted into such zealous friends the 
foreign Ministers here that we may be quite sure that their 
coll es at Peking will be thoroughly advised on the busines, 
and the Chinese Government will learn from them, as it has 
already from the press, the ends the Japanese sought to compass 
by the expedition. We should think that the troops will receive 

remptory orders to quit, and that they will conclude, as 

iscretion is the better part of valour, that it will be to their 
interest to do so with as little delay as practicable, without 
attempting either to thrash the savages, or to annex any part of 
the Island.—It appears by advices just received from Pekin 
that an official intimation has been given to the Doyen of the 
Diplomatic corps, Mr. Wade, that the Chinese Government never 
gave any authority whatever to the Japanese Government to 
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arry on war on Chinese soil, and that they claim the whole of 
Formosa as being so. 

Okuma, the Minister of Finance, returned to Tokio on the 20th 
May. A statement of the estimated receipts and expenditure 
for this year has been published under his signature in the native 
papers. After deducting the balance alleged to be brought for- 
ward from last year, there appears to be a surplus, but that is 
without counting the cost of the Formosan expedition. The 
revenue is estimated at 88,867,636 yen, and the expenditure at 
62,169,344 yen. The estimated surplus is therefore 26,698,292

: The question of the circulation of foreigners in the interior, 
after being months under the consideration of the Government, 
is still unsettled ; the joint note of the Ministers is still unan- 
swered. 

Shimadzu Saburo is reported to have resigned the post of 
Sa-daijin, to which he was recently appointed ; and Kido, one 
of the ministers, who resigned some weeks ago, is rumoured to 
have been assassinated whilst returning to his own country. 
N either of these rumours have been confirmed. 

Our annual regatta was held on the 23rd May, with average 
success. The cricket season has been opened by a match, Gar- 
rison v. the Settlement, and the Royal Marine semi-annual 
athletic sports have also taken place, and the annual meeting of 
the Swiss Rifle Club is announced for the 12th and 13th June. 

Admiral Pennock, the new American commander-in-chief, 
arrived on the 28th May, and hoisted his flag the following day. 
The U.S.8. Hartford, Lackawanna, Tuscarora, and Kearsage 
still remain here. The Saco sailed on the 22nd May for 
Cheyfoo. 

The railway authorities are about to reduce the fares for 
passengers and goods, and will also alter the time of departure 
for the trains to more convenient hours for the travelling public 
than those in force at present. 

All notices relative to the prohibition of the export of silk- 
worms’ eggs are said to have been recalled, and the trade is sup- 
posed to be left unfettered. 

The Government has announced further sales of land to 
foreigners in the concessions of Yokohama and Tokio. 

The Government has issued a proclamation forbidding the ex- 
port of rice from the lst August. 

Okubo, the Home Minister, will leave, it is said, in afew days 
for Formosa. 

The proprietor of the Sailors’ Home absconded from here in 
the steamer Vancouver, heavily in debt. 

A flower show has been held at the Public Gardens. 

A third electric cable has been laid across the Straits of 
Simonoseki. 





NAGASAKI. 

Our advices extend to the 23rd May ; the P. and O. mail from 
London April 3 arrived out on the 21st May. The Nagasaki 
Express gives the following items of intelligence :— 

The opening of the Shinto Temple “Chin-kioin,” situated in 
“ Fogiya-machi,” in the town of Nagasaki, was celebrated on 
the 16th, 17th, and 18th May, in a manner very satisfactory to 
the native townspeople. ‘he procession, consisting of two 
sacred cars, was escorted by a large number of priests in double 
lines, the Shinto priests on one side, and the Buddhists on the 
other, excepting two who were in “norimons,” and two others 
who were on horseback, and these latter we presume were the 
chiefs connected with the recent proccedings. All the houses 
in the streets through which the procession passed were decorated. 
A grand ceremony took place in the “Suwa Temple,” and be- 
sides priests, the whole of the Government officials and likewise 
those of the Judicial Court attended it. During the three days 
business in the native town was almost suspended, as the natives 
were enjoying themselves with the procession ; consequently 
business was also correspondingly restricted during that period 
in the foreign settlement. 

The last vessel of the Formosan expedition has left for her 
destination. On the 17th May Saigo, the chief of the expedition, 
embarked at the Ohato, and thence proceeded on board the 
steamer Delta, and received a salute which was fired by the 
Government battery on shore, after which the vessel proceeded 
on her voyage to Formosa. 

The steamer Argus, which left last week for the wreck of the 
Russian steamer iVécolaz, has returned, bringing in tow to this 
place the boiler of the wrecked steamer. We learn that the pur- 
chasers of the wreck have decided to bring the vessel to this 
place in pieces, as she lies in a position that would entail a very 
heavy expense were they to endeavour to float her off from the 
reef as she is. 

Kitashima Hidetomo, who lately arrived here from Tokio, 
left this place for Saga on the 19th May to commence his duties 
as Governor of the Saga ken, to which post he has been recently 
appointed by the Government. Takaho Motoharo, the newly 
appointed Secretary of the Japanese Legation at Peking, left on 
the 18th by the P. M. steamer Oregonian. Yanaguiwara Saki- 
mitsu, who has been appointed ‘by the Government to be 
Japanese Minister at Peking, has arrived here en route by the 
P. M. steamer Costa Rica. ; i 
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H. M.’s gun-boat Thistle, which arrived here on the 21st May 
from Hiogo, relieves the gun-boat Dwarf, which vessel leaves 
for Formosa. We hear that H. M.’s s. Cadmus, with Admiral Sir 
Charles Shadwell on board, is expected here about the 29th 
May.

CHEFOO. 

The trial of the rioters engaged in the late anti-missionary dis- 
turbances in the neighbourhood of Chimi-ching commenced on 
the 25th May, before his Excellency the Taoutai and Mr. Shep- 
pard, American Consul ; Mr. Cornabé, U.S. Vice-Consul, being 
also present. The Rev. My Corbett, as prosecutor, stated his 
case from the time he arriveY a Chimi last September till he was 
compelled to leave, on account of the threats made against his 
life. His recital occupied four hours, and he rehearsed every in- 
cident of that eventful period, during which he was persecuted, 
on account of his endeavours to inoculate the minds of the 
Chimi-ites with the rudiments of the Christian faith. He was 
tiently listened to throughout his narration, which being deli- 
vered in Chinese was interpreted sentence by sentence, and care- 
fully committed to paper for reference, in the event of contradic- 
tory evidence being elicited as the case progressed. On Mr. 
Corbett concluding his statement, the Taoutai expressed himself 
fully satisfied with the truth of what he had said, which seemed 
to imply that the examination of the witnesses would be a mere 
feemality, as far as their testimony in corroboration of Mr. Cor- 
bett’s account of his difficulties was concerned. The impression 
is that the most, if not all, the twenty-eight prisoners will be 

found guilty. 


SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 3let 
May ; the P. and O. mail from London April 3 arrived out on 
the 16th May ; the French mail of April 10 was received on the 
22nd May, and the P. and O. mail of April 17 on the 29th May, 
The following summary of news is from the Worth China 
Herald :— 

It is said that H.M. Minister has expressed himself in favour 
of the liability of the Chinese to fully indemnify foreigners for 
all loss and damage occurring through the riots on the French 
Concession ; and that claims, of a direct and indirect nature, to 
the extent of about Tls. 10,000 have been sent in by British 
subjects. This, however, does not cover the whole of the British 
interests involved. 

Some excitement has been created by the news from Hankow 
that the Agamemnon, with the first cargo of new teas, had got 
aground in the river. It appears that the Agamemnon after 
starting from her moorings about 3 a.m. on the 26th May was 
rounding to head down river, when she caught the mud on the 
Woochang side, and remained fast. The Tunsin and Fire Queen 
added their power to her own in efforts to pull her off, but with- 
out avail, and the further assistance of the Shanghai proved 
equally ineffectual. By latest accounts we hear that these steamers 
were still persevering in the task, and it was hoped that the dis- 
charge of a portion of her cargo would lead to their efforts being 
shortly successful. A few days since, while comingtothe Hongkew 
Wharf, the Sarpedon struck the wharf with her sharp iron stem 
and occasioned considerable damage. She was being brought up 
on the ebb tide, in charge of her pilot, and as she took rather a 
large sweep, the ebb aicbably, caught her head, so that she came 
prematurely end on to the wharf, instead of gently dropping 
alongside parallel with it. The consequence was that she went 
through and sunk a cargo-boat which happened to be lying along- 
side with twenty bales of piece goods, and madea gapin the 
wharf of about twelve feet laterally by four in depth, besides 
straining timbers and iron ties fover a much larger area. The 
cargo-boat fortunately lessened the force of the collision with the 
wharf. The piece goods have been recovered, though of course 
rather the worse for their novel experience in hydraulics. 

The Courier gives the following additional details. The Shan- 
ghai reached Hankow on the 26th, and found the Fire Queen 
engaged trving to tow the Agamemmon off, while the Tunsin was 
alongside of her removing her forward cargo. The Fire Queen 
retired, and the Shanghai took her place, but after breaking a 
hawser and a pair of bits, she had to give it up without reault. 
The discharge of cargo into the Z'unsin went on all the time. The 
Fire Queen and Shanghai then both attached themselves to the 
Agamemnon, but after the Shanghai had broken another pair of 
bits, they had again to desist. On the 27th both steamers again 
attached themselves to the grounded vessel, and the Agamemnon 
was got afloat, and at once commenced to reload. At the time 
of our present writing the Agamemnon has, doubtless, passed 
Woosung and gone to sea. ‘ 

H.M.S. Cadmus left on the 27th May for Nagasaki, en route 
for Yokohama, and thence for England. We shall therefore not 
see her again in Shanghai. The Cadmus has been so much on 
this station, and Captain Whyte and his officers have made 
themselves so generally popular, that she will be missed as an 
oldfriend. We hear that the Modeste, which comes out to relieve 
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the Cadmus, and would probebly have taken her place at Shang- 
hai, has broken down on her outward voyage. The £7, therefore, 
will stay here for the present ; but it is not unlikely that the 
Thalia may also be sent. The latter is now at Hong Kong, on 
the point of starting for Japan vid the Southern ports. 

The fifty-fourth anniversary of the Queen’s birthday was cele- 
brated on the 25th}May with all due glory by the British naval 
force in port. The Cadmus, Elk, and Frolic dressed ship, and a sa- 
lute of twenty-one guns was fired from the former at noon. Some 
two hundred seamen and marines were also landed, and drawn 
up in the British Consular compound, where they fired three 
volleys, and gave three hearty cheers and “one more” for Her 
Majesty. The French and American men-of-war and several 
of the merchant vessels in port also dressed amy 3 

Three British subjects who, on principle or for other reasons, 
had refrained from registering themselves, have been summoned 
at the instance of H.B.M. Consul. Mr. Drummond appeared 
to support the prosecution, and the presiding magistrate, Mr. 
Mowat, inflicted the full penalty of $10 fine in two cases, with 
costs of summons, and mitigated expenses on behalf of the 
Crown. The third case was ad jouvtied. : 

At her Britannic Majesty's Supreme Court on the 27th May, 
in the case of the North China Insurance Company ». the Union 
Steam Navigation Company, the Chief Judge refused the applica- 
tion by plaintiffs’ counsel foran injunction to prevent the defendants 
from dealing with the money they may recover from the Messa- 
geries Maritimes Company in respect of damages in the Jona- 
Ava case. 

A case of plucking flowers in the Public Garden has been 
brought before the Police Magistrate. It was dismissed with a 
fine of $1.75, as the act was evidently a thoughtless one ; but 
his Worship announced that any case of wilful abetrastion or of 
malicious damage was punishable by a fine of £5 or three months’ 
imprisonment. We endorse Mr. Mowat’s suggestion that it 
would be well to put up notice boards, warning people who may 
not realise the offence that it is a punishable one. 

We have received copies of two large works published by 
order of the Inspector-General of Chinese Maritime Customs, to 
illustrate the international exchange of products, in connection 
with the part China took in the Austro-Hungarian Universal 
Exhibition of 1873. One, a volume of over 500 pages quarto, 
gives the port catalogues of the Chinese Customs Collection ; the 
other, somewhat smaller, is devoted to the trade statistics of the 
same places. Fourteen ports, from Newchwang to Canton, are 
shown to have contributed to the collection ; and the catalogues 
give, in a succinct and clear form, thenamesin English and Chinese 
—and German also in the majority of cases—of the exhibits ; 
remarks on their origin, nature or method of preparation, the 
places of production and consumption, uses and value, and quan- 
tity imported or exported in 1871—thus forming a minute and 
comprehensive commercial dictionary of Chinese products. The 
trade statistics are supplementary to the catalogue, in accordance 
with paragraph seven of the exhibition programme. They also 
have been compiled by the Commissioners at the fourteen ports, 
and represent an enormous amount of labour, not less valuable 
though perhaps less attractive, as being purely a collection of 
figures, than the catalogues which they accompany. Both 
works have been printed in very creditable style at the Customs

A new feature has been introduced into Shanghai business by 
Messrs. Thorne Bros., viz., sales by auction of undamaged piece 

The first was held on the 26th May, and the novelty of 
the event attracted a larger attendance at the Yuenfong godowns 
than is often to be seen at Shanghai auctions. There were at 
least a couple of hundred Chinese, with a good sprinkling of 
foreigners. The Woollens offered realised, we believe, full mar- 
ket rates, though it is hanes re that most of them were bought 
by a speculator, who is already well into Spanish Stripes and 
Long , and cannot afford to let the market drop. Shirtings 
were also sold nearly at the market rate. The experiment was 
re on the 28th, but, we believe, with less success.

The drawing for Kuhn and Co.’s Lottery of Japanese curios 
has taken place fat the Old Masonic Hall, and a good deal of 
interest was shown inthe event. A number representing a share 
having been taken from aspherical box, by a very small boy ab- 
pointed to the duty, another number, from a corresponding coffer, 
denominated the prize. Both numbers were called out and 
noted by gentlemen well-known in the community, who had ac- 
cepted the office of scrutineers. The Lottery may be said to have 
been an attempt—on speculative and commercial principles—at 
an Art Union distribution of Eastern objects of vertu, and its 
design and conduct reppesr to have given general satisfaction.

making, and a final answer to those who declare that the Chinese 
Government will not adopt Foreign appliances when their con- 
venience and utility is demonstrated. They refused to have a 
foreign-controlled fleet, but they are ready enough to have and 
use one of their own.

ut there is still a good field for enterprising 
firms with intelligent agents. It seems strange that this port, 
whose trade is worth 11,000,000 taels a year, cannot afford busi- 
ness enough for as many firms as Tamsui, whose trade is not 
much over Tis. 1,500,000 a year. 

The Peking Gazette of May 16th contains a Decree according 
an Audience to the newly arrived Russian Minister (M. de But- 
zow) ; and the audience was had at eight o’clock on the morning 
of the 20th May. He was received in the same pavilion in the 
palace grounds in which foreign ministers were last year re- 
ceived, and in general with the same forms. He was not, how- 
ever, kept so long waiting as they were. 

Shen Pao-chen, a red button mandarin, formerly Chinese head 
of the Foochow Arsenal, and at one time Futai of Kiangsi, has 
been ordered, by Imperial Decree, to proceed to Taiwan, as 
Special Commissioner for the Chinese Government. This would 
show that the authorities at Peking are becoming alive to the 
importance of looking after their interests in Formosa. 


FOOCHOW. 

We take the following from the Foochow Herald, dated May 
21st :— 

It is rumoured that-the Arsenal at Pagoda Anchorage is about 
to be closed for a period of five months, The establishment is 
said to be too great a drain upon the resources of the Province. 

A very heavy freshet came down the river towards the cloge 
of the last week, flooding the low lying streets on both banks of 
the river, and, to a certain extent, doing a good service by clean- 
ing the streets of accumulated masses 0 ith and garbage. 

e fifteenth and last Chinese gunboat, built under foreign 
superintendence, was successfully launched at the Arsengl, 
Pagoda Anchorage, on the 16th inst. The launch was effected 
solely by the Chinese employés. 

The Japanese invasion of Formosa is an accomplished. fagt. 
About 5,000 men, with a strong force of artillery, were landed 
on the 12th May at a place about fifty miles south of Takao. 
The disembarkation was not opposed the Chinese troops, a 
significant circumstance when we consider that the invasion is 
in itself a breach of international law—no declaration of war 
with the Chinese Empire having been proclaimed by the Japan 
Government. However, oursympathies are with the Japanese, 
to whom we wish every success, believing as we do that any Gp- 
vernment would be preferable to the effete and corrupt adminis- 
tration through whose wilfulness and rapacity one of the most 
fertile islands on the earth has long been, and still is, virtually a 
terra incognita. 


' HONG KONG. 
Our advices by the present mail extend to the 6th June ; the 


P. and O, mail from London April 17 was received on the 24th 
May, the French mail of April 24. on the 31st May, and the 
P. and O. mail of 1st May on the 5th June. We take th 
following items of news from the Ohina Mail :— 
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The report of the commission which has been appointed to 
enquire into the effect of the blockade by the Canton cruisers on 
the trade of the colony was sent in about a month ago, but it 
has not yet been published. na ‘ 

The prosecution of the men on board the Mandarin junk, which 
was caught in the act of firing on some fishing-boats in Stanley 
Bay, has been abandoned, the Viceroy of Canton having claimed 
the junk as a Government boat. It seems extraordinary that 
this course should have been adopted upon the bare promise of 
the Viceroy to punish the offenders, as the Chief Justice ex- 
pressed his regret when the case was withdrawn that justice had 
not been allowed to take its course, as it would have been incum- 
bent on the men to show beyond doubt that they had the autho- 
rity of the Canton authorities to act as they did. Their having 
escaped will doubtless form an encouragement for further depre- 
dations of the same kind by soz disant revenue cruisers. 

In regard to the Formosar Expedition a large number of 
Japanese soldiers have already landed about forty miles south of 
Takow, on what is recognised Chinese territory. The Chinese 
there from the Canton Province, are exceedingly delighted at their 
arrival, as they are rejoiced at the idea of having such powerful 
allies to assist them in their fight with the aborigines. You 
must know that an incessant border warefare has been going on 
for many years past, in which the mutual aim of each has been 
to secure each others heads. In this warfare a good many 
heads have changed owners on both sides. The appearance of 
such a large force of Japanese, with the expressed purpose of 
subjugating the whole of the savage territory,-is the source of 
unmixed delight to these men, who have had to live so long with 
their guns in their hands to keep themselves from extermination. 

Though the Japanese were arriving in such force, the author- 
ities here seemed to be making no move in the matter, and 
appeared as indifferent as though the attack were to be made 
on some place with which they had no concern. No impedi- 
ments, moreover, were thrown in the way of the steamers by the 
native Custom house officials, and speculation was exceedingly 
rife as to what would be the policy of the Government in a 
crisis like the present. The fact is, native officialdom has all 
along been in the greatest possible excitement, and couriers have 
been incessantly passing and repassing between here and Foo- 
chow. It takes the Chinaman a long time, however, to move 
in any matter, and the present method of communication is so 
slow that it is impossible to act quickly. It is to be hoped that 
the Chinese authorities will get such an impression of the need 
of the telegraph from recent affairs, that all the past opposition 
to it will pass away for ever. At last a large corvette has arrived 
here on her way to the scene of action, and it is said that a row 
may very shortly be anticipated, should the Japanese develop any 
marked intentions of conquest. The influential and wealthy 
Chinese in Formosa firmly believe that the Japanese intend 
takiug possession of the island, and great numbers have removed 
their families and their goods to the mainland. There are 
rumours that the Japanese who have landed are suffering severly 
from fever, and that in a recent skirmish with the savages forty 
or fifty were killed. 

H.M.S. Hornet which arrived last week from where the Japanese 
landed, was ordered away almost immediately to the same place, 
and will remain there till relieved by H.M.S. Dwarf. The U.S:S. 
Monocacy, which was to have left last week, has been ordered to 
remain here till further orders, very probably with the idea of 
watching the progress of events. As there is a reporter from 
the New York Tribune in connection with,the expedition, we may 
look before very long for spicy accounts from the seat of war. 

The Queen’s birthday passed off on Saturday, 30th, minus some 
of the usual ceremonies—notably that of a parade or review of 
the troops. A legend goes that at 5 a.m. three salvos—or what- 
ever the noisy discharge of firearms is called—and three cheers 
for Her Majesty, were fired off by the 80th Regiment on the 
parade ground, but for all practical purposes there was nothing 
of the sort, to the great disappointment of the native population. 
The arrangement carried out may have been quite correct, but 
was not over courteous to the Colony. The Chinese explanation 
of the omission to make the parade public, is too good to be lost. 
“That Soldier man savey walkee No. 1. ; he no savey too much 
that fightee pidgin. No wantsee any man look see ”—z.e. “ very 
good at a mareh out, but indifferent at drill; don’t want people 
to look at them.” There was no official reception at Govern- 
ment-house. 

Latest advices from Foochow point to the tea market there as 
not having opened, although some new teas had already gone 
forward by the last and present mail. The fleet of steamers at 
Pagoda Anchorage was larger than on any other occasion. On 
the berth for London were the steamers Cheops, Glenearn, Mont- 
gomeryshire, Crocus, Sirius, Glaucus, and Braemar Castle, with 
the Achilles, Canton, Gulatea, and Pleiades expected. This com- 
petition will not, however, improve prospects of high freights. 

News of two significant facts come to hand from Peking ; the 
one that Mr. T. F. Wade, Minister for Great Britain, and M. 
Geoffroi, the Minister for France, having asked to be admitted 
to an audience with the Emperor on Chinese New Year’s day 
with the view of paying their respects, in accordance with the 
custom of the high dignitaries of the Government, and the usage 
of diplomatic representatives in Western countries, on similar 
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occasions, were, not very politely, refused; the other that a similar 
request made by the new Russian Minister has been granted, an 
edict to that effect appearing in the Peking Gazette of the 16th 
ult. We are not making too much of the first incident in sayin 
that it is of some importance. It manifests the idea sitararael 
by the Chinese of what the much talked of “audience” of June 
last really meant. It clearly shows that, so far from being re- 
garded as a precedent to be habitually followed, it was looked 
upon as a magnificent and isolated concession not to be easily 
repeated. : 
THE JAPANESE ON FORMOSA. 

A correspondent at Amoy gives the following news of the 

Japan expedition :— 





27th May, 1874. 

Captain Smith has just arrived with a Japanese transport 
from the seat of war, with the following news :—About six or 
seven days ago one hundred and fifty or one hundred and sixty 
Japanese were sent out to reconnoitre ; when they had pro- 
ceeded some distance they saw three or four men, who waved 
them to come on. Three of the Japanese obeyed, and went to- 
wards them, but when they got within fifteen or twenty yards 
of them the savages fired at them with matchlocks, killing one 
of them on the spot, and wounding another. The unwounded 
man and the one wounded beat a hasty retreat, and before the 
body of the reconnoitring party could get up, the savages had 
the head of the dead Japanese cut off, had stripped him naked 
and cleared off with his arms. 

The party went back and reported what had taken place, when 
it was at once agreed there should be war to the knife, and no 
quarter given. So it was settled that the village should be sur- 
rounded, which was done two nights afterwards, before daylight, 
by 400 or 500 Japanese soldiers ; the fighting then commenced. 
How many were killed is not known at present. Two Japanese 
are stated to have lost their lives, and the soldiers brought in 
eleven heads, besides a large quantity of arrows, spears, and 
matchlocks.

MANILA. 

The following particulars of an engagement with Sooloo pirates 
are from the Wendl Comercio. The gunboat Paragua left for a 
cruise in the direction of Dapitan, in consequence of news of the 
appearance of Moorish pirates off Sibuco. These pirates were, it 
was supposed, those who had in the middle of March set out 
from Lap Buan. The Paragua being at Dapitan under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant Caravaca, received news from the military 
commander of that district that at 7 a.m. that morning people 
from two prahus had sacked a village near the chief town ; the 
gunboat was in consequence got ready, the Governor of Dapitan 
with some troops, and the person who had brought the intelli- 
gence, going in her. They left at noon, and succeeded in sight- 
ing the prahus at 3 Pp. Mm. ; from that time they began to give 
chase to them. Within two hours they overtook the largest 
where navigation was very dangerous, owing to the great number 
of shoals; a struggle ensued, and the prahu was captured, 
together ,with the articles plundered, including the bell of the 
church. Of the Mooxs, some thirty were killed, about ten suc- 
ceeding in getting ashore. From the statement of a captive 
who was found in the captured prahu, a Datu, the chief of the 
expedition, was amongst the slain. 

This affair ended with nightfall ; the neighbourhood was ex- 
tremely dangerous for towing the prahu. Notwithstanding this, 
several holes made in that vessel by discharges from the Paragua 
were plugged, and the gunboat at great risk, but ably hanidteds 
returned to Dapitan with the Moorish vessel. She arrived there 
at ape | Pe and was triumphantly received by the inhabitants 
of the village. The other prahu had been lost out of sight the 
evening before, the gunboat not being in condition to give chase 
to her from want of fuel, and also owing to the engine being 
slightly out of order. Other vessels which are also cruising in 
these waters may come in sight of her and give her chase. On 
board the prahu made prize of, lantacas, muskets and swords, 
&c., were captured. Several piratical Moorish vessels continue 
roaming about the coasts of some of the Visayas islands, doubt- 
less with the object of enabling the pirates tocommit theircriminal 
depredations, but the activity of two Spanish men-of-war and the 
intense watchfulness they display near the villages lying on the 
coast, prevent these wretches from carrying out their wicked designs. 
The German barque Marie Louise, which was captured 
autumn for carrying on an unlawful traffic with Sulu, has been 
employed in the Spanish navy as a transport ship, and was after- 
wards sold by auction. The affair has long been the subject of 
negotiation, but it seems at last to have been settled between 
the German and Spanish Governments, as the captain of t+? 
ship, who has been staying at Hong Kong, has received a telé 
gram from the German Consulate, instructing him to resume 
the command of the vessel at Manila. 

According to the returns published by the Customs the quan- 
tity of hemp and sugar exported during the first four months of 
the year brought into the Treasury the sum of $421,398.50. 

Messrs. Tuason entertained several friends at a grand banquet. 
Amongst the distinguished guests were H.E. Admiral Brummer 
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and officers of the Russian frigate Askold, as well as H.E. Vice- 
Admiral Antequera of the Spanish navy. Admiral Antequera 
entertained H.E. the Russian Admiral and his officers at a grand 
banquet, the officers of the Spanish navy being also present ; the 
hand of the Artillery discoursed sweet music during the repast. 
Toasts were proposed and drank, and when the distinguished 
guests left in the Jaunch for the vessel, a perfect shower of blue 
lights illuminated the harbour. It is needless to add that all the 
men-of-war in port were lighted up.

BANGKOK. 

The Siamese Government (Gazette made its appearance on the 
17th May. It isa neat quarto of eight pages. The paper and the 
printing is highly commendable, and is in every way superior to 
any vernacular newspaper that has heretofore emanated from 
the Government Printing Office. This sheet owes its existence 
to the enlarged spirit of H.M. the Supreme King of Siam. It 
purports to owe its existence to a recollection of the advantages 
that giew out of a small sheet occasionally published during the 
late reign. 

The Grand Council has had two sessions since its appointment. 
We learn that the revenue of the country is now occupying their 
attention. It is to be hoped that the old method of collecting 
the revenue, which was the source of many unjust exactions from 
the common people, not contemplated by the Government, and 
which so effectually checked the industry and the accumulating 
tendencies of the people, will be judiciously remodelled and 
placed upon a basis, such that the masses will be enabled to see 
that the Government asks of the people only such support as will 
make it efficient to secure for them good protection and the full 
enjoyment of their inalienable rights. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—_—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 13th 
June; the French mail from London, May 8, was received on 
the 6th June, and the following P. and O. mail of May 15 was 
was expected on the 14th June. The following summary of 
news is from the Straits Times :— 

His Excellency the Governor is still absent on his visit to 
Penang, and intends remaining there until about the 25th, 
when he will leave on his return to Singapore. We are glad 
to learn that H.E. has received a telegram at Penang from the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, generally approving of his 
policy in the Malay Peninsula and consenting to the appoint- 
ment of Residents at Perak and Laroot. This action indicates 
that the Home authorities are at last convinced of the necessity 
of looking after British interests in this part of the world, and 
awakening to a sense of our duty towards the native States in 
our immediate vicinity ; whose real interests, identical with our 
own, have so long been allowed to suffer through the apathy 
and neglect of the local and Home Governments in matters 
vitally affecting not merely the interests of British subjects, but 
the prosperity of our Colony and the honour and prestige of the 
nation. 

The changes in the Courts of the Colony, alluded to in our last 
Summary, came into effect on the Ist. The first session of the 
new Criminal Court of Quarter Sessions, to be presided over by 
the Puisne Judge sitting with at least one magistrate and one 
Justice of the Peace, will open on the 15th ; this Court will have 
to try many of the important cases that have hitherto occupied 
the time of Judge anu jury at the Criminal Sessions, and as 
summary proceedings are usually preferable among a native 
population, can scarcely fail to prove a valuable acquisition to 
our judicial institutions. The new Summary Civil Court, 
with jurisdiction from $10 up to $500, will hold its first 
sitting on the first Monday in July, and be held monthly 
thereafter. The experiment of entrusting a share of the 
magisterial work to. honorary magistrates selected from among 
the community is now being tried. Two honorary magistrates 
sit each day in the Court formerly presided over by Mr. Gottlieb, 
and during the past week have discharged their duties most cre- 
ditably. As the labour is divided among a large number, and 
the cases coming before them are not usually of a difficult nature, 
the work will not require any great sacrifice of time on the part 
of any individual member of the community ; while in the event 
of a riot, or any extraordinary press of magisterial labour, these 
gentlemen will have the advantage of a fixed position, and some 
experience as magistrates, which cannot fail to place them in 
higher estimation among the native et geuieg 

he latest news received from Atchin is not favourable to the 

:, Dutch, who have found ringed to despatch reinforcements 
~ to the troops left in the Kraton. The Atchinese, taking advan- 
tage of the withdrawal of the bulk of the forces, had gathered 
in considerable numbers in the neighbourhood of the fortifica- 
tion, and the aban may be said to be closely confined to theii 
own works. e Atchinese endeavoured to cut off communical 
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tion with the sea, and probably but for the fear of Dutch re- 
prisals by the people in the immediate neighbourhood, who 
therefore maintained a friendly attitude, it is likely the attempt 
would have been seconded by them, with a better chance of 
success. The health of the garrison was most unsatisfactory, 
many of the soldiers suffering from fever. The weather was, 
however, said to be favourable, and afforded excellent oppor- 
tunities for landing reinforcements if sent speedily. 

We regret to learn of the loss of the French barque Charles 
Auguste, Capt. Cogrel, which struck on a reef in the Torres 
Straits on the 26th April, on a voyage from Newcastle, N.S.W., 
to Singapore, with coals. The captain and eight of the crew 
arrived safely in a boat at Somerset, Northern Australia, and 
were brought on to this port by the E. and A. mail steamer 
Jeddah. The chief officer with eight more of the crew left in 
another boat, and sailed out of sight ahead on the second night 
after leaving the ship ; they were not heard of during the three 
weeks the captain remained at Somerset, but may, however. 
have made for another part of the Australian coast, or have beer. 
picked up by some vessel on their way. 

The arrivals of steamers via the Sues Canal have been the 
Amsterdam from Grimsby on the 7th, Hankow and Menclaus 
from Liverpool, and Bengal from London, on the 9th, Leon froia 
Liverpool, vi Cadiz, on the 10th, and Estepona from London on 
the 11th. The departures homeward have been the dAurrera 
for Liverpool, via Cadiz, on the 9th, the Agamemnon and Glen- 
artney on the same day, and the Glenfalloch on the 11th for 
London, with teas. 

A letter frum Malacca says :—E. E. Isemonger, Esq., one of 
the newly-appointed police magistrates, took his seat on the bench 
for the first time on the 1st inst., and Captain A. R. Ord com- 
menced his duties as assistant colonial treasurer the same day. 
A somewhat curious as well as novel case of cheating took place 
lately. The case was fully investigated by the new police mz-ris- 
trate, but the culprit succeeded in getting off, owing to a slight 
discrepancy between the evidence of the complainant and that of 
his principal witness.

YoxoHaMa.—No improvement had taken place in the market, but 
arrivals being large, lower rates had been accepted. A considerable 
business had been done in Shirtings and Yarns. Woollens remained 
without change. There was no inquiry for Metals. 

Hanxow.- -There had been a moderate amount of business transacted 
in the chief makes of Plain Cottons, at, with few exceptions, a further 
fall on last mail’s rates. In other Textiles little had been done. 

Suanauar.—A fairly good inquiry had existed for Plain Cottons at 
the commencement of the fortnight, but latterly the market had been 
extremely quiet. The chief feature to notice was the establishment 
by an importing firm of “auctions of sound goods without reserve,” 
the result of which for the present had been to curtail ordinary in- 
quiry. Cottons: A moderate business had been transacted in Grey 
Shirtings at about former rates, 9 10-12 Ibs. Cloth keeping in good de- 
mand. T-Cloths of ordinary qualities had been in fair request, Mexi- 
cans 8 lbs. also attracting some attention. Drills had changed hands 
to some extent, but inquiry was less active towards the close. White 
Shirtings were quiet. In Fancy Cottons, Black Velvets had been asked 
for, and sold at lower prices. Woollens were dull of sale, the late 
auctions having fully supplied the local dealers. Quotations for these 
goods were quite nominal. Metals were quiet at unchanged values. 

Foocuow.—The only sale of Piece Goods reported had been one of 8} 
Ibs. Grey Shirtings, 500 pieces at $2.724 per piece. About 550 pigs of 
Lead ‘are reported to have found buyers at from $8.20 to 88.25 per 

icul. 

P Honea Kona.—The market had remained quiet during the fortnight 
for both Piece Goods and Yarn, and only a moderate business had been 
done. Drills had attracted some attention, but there was little change 
to report in any other article. 

Cantoy.—Lead was being forced off at declining prices, last quotation 
was $7.70 for fair brands, at which buyers could scarcely be found. 
W.B, was quoted $7.85 to 7.90 per picul. Quicksilver was wanted at 
$188 to 189 per picul. 

Batavia.—The position of the market had undergone no material 
change during the fortnight ; there still continued a fair demand for 
Dutch staples at late currencies, but no improvement was reported in 
English Grey Goods and Yarns. 

Srxcarorrt.—Mcssrs. Boustead’s Circular says :—We have no improve- 
ment to note in the general tone of our market for Piece Goods. Most 
articles are in limited demand, and prices weaker. The only exception 
is 6 lbs. T-Cloth, which keeps in good demand. Scarlet Long Ells 8} Ibs. 
to 9 lbs. wanted at $6 to 63. In Coloured Yarns the demand is chiefly 
for Light Green and Turkey Red, at about late rates. 

Penanu.—In the early portion of the fortnight the market continued 
very quiet, but during the closing week a good demand had sprung up 
for export to Atchin, and a large business had been done in several 
staples, but at a decline on previous rates—importers being free sellers,

H4inxow.—Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer, and Co.’s report says :—Owing 
wo high prices we have but a limited business to report by this oppor- 
tunity, total settlements to time of writing, as compared with last year, 
being :—1874 : 7,889 chests, 87,268 half-chests, 7,504 boxes. 1878: 
72,850 chests, 100,996 half-chests, 3,849 boxes. Particulars of settle- 
ments are :—At Exchange 6s. 3d., freight £5 10s., adding Tls. 3 for duty. 
10,028 half-chests, 1,106 boxes, at Tis. 50 to Tls. 55 per picul ; 7,953 
half-chests at Tls. 45 to Tls. 49# per picul ; 3,655 half-chests at Tls. 40 
to Tis. 443 per picul ; 700 chests, 15,267 half-chests, at Tls. 35 to Tls. 393 
Lex wry ; 28,237 half-chesta, 4,878 boxes at Tls.30 to Tls. 343 per 
picul; 6,736 chests, 23,065 half-chests at Tls. 25 to Tls. 29$ per picul ; 

242 per 
picul. Opening rates for the various districts as compared with last 
year :—Ningchows, Ts.

— Tls. 24 to Tis. 334; Ping-kongs, Tls.24 to Tls. 29}, against 

. 242 to Ts. 27 ; Low-yongs, Tls. 244 to Ts. 27}, against Tls 23} to 
Tis. 27. Regarding the crop we do not consider it up to the average. 
A few of the districts compare favourably with last year, but others are 
not so good, the falling off being more particularly in the lower class 
kinds. The Ningchows are the chief feature this season ; they are 

robably the finest teas seen for some years, and have realised the 
highest prices on record. Last year two or three small parcels were 
sold between Tis. 45 and Tis. 48, againgst which, during the past week, 
nearly 18,000 half-chests found buyers between Tls.45 and Tis. 54. 
Next to the Ningchows the Cheong-sow-kais show most improvement 
over last year's teas, being stronger and fuller in the cup while quite 
equal in quality. Soong-yongs are also strong good teas, and both dis- 
tricta have obtained an advance on last year’s prices of Tls. 2 to Tis. 3. 
Some rather better parcels of Ping-kong tea have realised up to Tls. 294, 
or Tis. 3 over last year. The Oonfars were late this season, musters 
having been placed on the market during the last two days only ; some 
thirty or forty parcels have been shown, but so far we have not heard of 
any sales, Judging from what we have seen of them ourselves we do not 
think them s0 good as last year's. Young-low-toongs, Low-yongs, and 
the commoner district teas we consider inferior to last year's, they have 
however realised the same prices. Opening rates were maintained up 
to the 19th May, and on that day there was even a marked advance, 
owing to there being only a few parcels left on the market which were 
somewhat eagerly competed for for shipment per Agamemnon. Since 
then tea has come forward more freely, and there is now rather a large 
stock. In a few days we shall probably see a considerable decline in 
values, 

Kruxrana.—Black Teas: The market was opened on the 19th May, 
and the business since had consisted of three chops Kiukiang-packed, 
at Tls. 36.5.0 to 38.5.0, and 17 chops Ningchows, at Tls. 39.0.0 to 46.0.0. 
78 chops had arrived, equal to 32,100 half chests, and large supplies 
were ooming in.

SHaNnGHAI.—Black : No business, Green: Prices paid in the country 
for fine chops of Moyune and Teenkais were said to be about one or two 
taels higher, and for medium and common about the same as last year. 
Pingsueys cost less all round, but common parcels showed the larger 
decline. ; 

Foochow.—Messrs. Westall, Galton and Co.’s report says :—The new 
Season’s Teas commenced arriving on the 19th May, and up to date 
(80th May) supplies have come forward slowly. Total arrivals to date 
are :—Congou : Season 1874-75, 53,400 chests; 1873-74, 71,782 chesta ; 
1872-73, 156,814 chests. Oolong; Season 1874-75, 570 half chests ; 
1873-74, 1,178 half chests; 1872-73, 12,363 half chests. From the 
samples at present shown -it would be premature to give a decided 
opinion of the quality of the crop, although so far they do not come up 
to the past seasgn. Paklings have been offered in sufficient quantities 
to judge of the yield, and they are decidedly inferior to last season both 
in leaf and liquor. A few settlements of this kind have been made, 
and the prices paid for first purchases are one to two taels under last 
year ; the better parcels remaining are now firmly held for rates fully 
equal to the previous season’s. Up country Teas are expected to arrive 
during the coming week, and in the next impression a fuller report willjbe 
given. The following steamers are in port waiting to load for London: 
Glenearn, Breemar Castle, Sirius, Crocus, Cheops, Glaucus, and Mont- 
gomeryshire ; and one or two others are expected.

SILK. 

Yoxouama.—Unfavourable advices from home continving to be 
received, native holders had again made some slight concessions, and a 
decline in Mybash and other hanks had taken place. For Oshious, &., 
prices remained as before. The quality offering was of inferior quality, 
but reports of the new crop promise well. The settlements during the 
period had amounted to 250 bales, which included about 40 bales from 
the Imperial Filature Factory at Tomyoka. The M.M.S.8S. Volga, 
on the 3rd June, took 133 bales, The reports of the silk worms con- 
tinue favourable, and Government are said to have removed all 
restrictions on their production.

Canton.—Settlements of New Season Silk to extent of 50 to 100 
bales were reported to have taken place, but as usual at this stage, there 
was difficulty in ascertaining particulars of purchases. Most parcels on 
offer were rather foul, and the quality was not commended. The 
weather was favourable for the growth of the second crop, and it was 
hoped. that subsequent yields would show considerable improvement in 
the general quality. Loongkongs: 130 piculs of Seulam, and other 
sorts taken by Parsees for the Indian market. Re-reels : no contracts 
had transpired, and until a cleaner thread can be found for reeling 

urposes, little was likely to be done in this branch. Stock computed 
at 800 to 400 bales Tsatlee, 100 bales Loongkong, and 120 bales Kow- 
kong. Waste: No new waste had come to hand. About 100 bales 
old season's remained in stock, $60 per picul was the price asked.

A CORRESPONDENT informs us that the Taku Vice-Con- 
sulate is about to be withdrawn. This Vice-Consulate has 
now been established thirteen years, and so long as British 
steamers and sailing vessels are despatched to Tientsin 
and Taku, and while British subjects reside at Taku, the 
retention of the office is absolutely necessary at the present 
time, when there is a probability of a railroad being con- 
structed to run between Taku and Tientsin, and Taku is 
likely to beceme an important commercial port, the with- 
drawal of the office would seem to be ill-advised. For 
political reasons it should most certainly be retained. Its 
withdrawal would in the eyes of the Chinese be a sign of 
the weakening of our prestige, and in the north of China, 
more especially at the present time, when the Chinese are 
endeavouring to compete with foreign commercial compa- 
nies, and at the same time making every effort to rival 
foreign nations as a military power. 


A STATEMENT having been made in some of the London 
papers that the treaty concluded by Sir ANDREW CLARKE, 

overnor of Singapore, with the native States of Perak 
and Laroot, had been ratified by our Government, we have 
authority for stating that no such ratification has taken 
place. The policy of these treaties requires the most 
careful consideration of the Government, and the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies in particular, and we are not 
surprised that Lord CARNARVON has found it impossible 
in the full swing of the Parliamentary Session to give the 
required time to the matter. 





Tue Cutna anp Japan Matts, via San Fraxcisco.—In our last

CHINESE RAILWAYS. 

TAKING as his text a passage from the “ Shoo King,” a 
writer in the last number of the China Review contributes 
a particularly pertinent and sensible article on this subject. 
Recalling to the recollection of his readers the fierce oppo- 
sition offered to progress in the early days of railway en- 
terprise in our own country, he observes, “If less than 
“fifty years ago, and yet fresh in the memory of many 
“living people, the projectors of railways were regarded, 
“in the words of Mr. WILLIAM BrRouUGHAM, as ‘ maniacs 
“ fit for Bedlam,’ it is hardly too much to hope that before 
“ long the shrill blasts of the railway whistle may be heard 
“in the plains of China, and the rush and whirl of the 
“‘ locomotive become familiar to the myriads who inhabit 
“the crowded cities of the Middle Kingdom.” Having 
pointed out that one of the first essentials of real progress 
in China is “ the extinction of the power of the ‘ Literati,’ ” 
and having reminded us that, unlike his confrére in Japan, 
the Chinese official seeks only his own interest, and not 
that of his country, the writer turns in blank despair from 
the bare idea that the natives will in any way help them- 
selves in the matter before us, and he concludes that the 
foreigner, and the foreigner alone, can be depended on to 
be “ the pioneer of truth, and light, and progress in such 
a land of ignorance and prejudice.” The question naturally 
arises as to how foreign influence can possibly be brought 
to bear on the subject, and our authority first discusses the 
case of the foreign employés of the Chinese Government, but 
while fully admitting that they have the good of the Chinese 
at heart, he observes that they are not free agents, being 
the paid servants of the very mandarins who are them- 
selves the greatest bar to the development of civilising 
influences in the Celestial Empire. These mandarins, 
nevertheless, have shown themselves willing enough to 
adopt the suggestions of their foreign subordinates in what 
may be comprehensively termed defensive matters, the aim 
and object of which is not disguised, and “were railways 
“only another step towards the extermination of the 
“‘ foreigner, instead of being one of the greatest class- 
“ levellers in creation, and, therefore, so adverse to Chinese 
“ exclusiveness, they would long ago have been introduced 
“ into the country,” together with dockyards, arsenals, 
foreign military drill, &c. To whom, then, shall we look ? 
To the British Government, acting spontaneously and 
solely in the interests of universal civilisation? That 
«juarter is hopeless, for they care for none of thes things 
Owing to a perverse concatenation of circumstanccs the 
position of the British merchants in the matter is wo..S¢ 
and more helpless than it was two or three years ago, for 
though ready and eager to supply the requisite capital, 
they have, in defiance of all Treaty rights and stipulations 
been authoritatively forbidden to purchase land away 
jen the Treaty ports, he the power to do that is, of 

e, a sine qué non and of prim. i ion i

, Having passed in review the obstructiveness of the 
Chinese authorities, the position of the foreigners they 
employ, and the indifference of the British Government 
to pee Gee having ‘demonstrated the utter helplessness 
a the British merchant in China, and the vanity of 
looking to the private enterprise of the Chinese,” the 
Writer concludes that people in China must look Lovie: 
wards, to England, where far graater difficulties in the way 
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of the introduction of railways were successfully overcome 
but half a century ago by the persistent efforts of a few 
resolute and energetic men. The writer in the China Re- 
view advocates the forming of an Association for the pro. 
motion of a Chinese railway, and points out the fest 
course for its members to pursue, viz., to go to Parliament .. 
and the Government, and offering to guarantee funds, men, 
materials, and everything else, never to cease urging the 
necessity of concluding a Convention with the Chinese 
Government to enable them to construct a railway and to 
obtain the land required for the purpose. The words of 
his summing up on this point are so forcible that we quote 
them in extenso. “It is absurd,” he says, “ to reply that 
“such a Convention would be impossible. Firmness and 

“ decision are the first qualities required for such an under- 
“taking. Let a special mission be sent out by our Go- 
“ vernment for the purpose ; let some new blood be intro- 
“duced into our stagnant Diplomatic Agency at Peking ; 
“ Jet men only be selected who have our cause at h 
“and let them be supported at every movement ; and of 
. welcome, and assistance, and encouragement, to the very 
“ utmost, they may be indeed aseured from every mercan- 
“tile house in China. Shall we, then, be still content to 
“do nothing? Shall the ‘fractious child’ policy still 
“continue? and will people at home never believe that 
“‘ China is one of the richest countries on the earth, and 
“that it requires but a few determined men to take an in- 
“terest in the subject, and the great kingdom can be 
“thrown open, with all its treasures, for the benefit and 
“profit of mankind %,’ We earnestly trust that these 
cogent remarks will not fall upon stony ground ; and that 
ere long they may bear abundant fruit will, we are sure, 
be the heart fol desire of every one who takes a true in- 
terest in the welfare of the Chinese. 


THE WESTERN CHINA ROUTE. 

A SECOND letter has been addressed by Captain RIcHARD 
SPRYE to the Presidents of the various Chambers of Com- 
merce of the United Kingdom, upon the subject of British 
trade with the Shans and Western Chinese by the direct 
land route from Rangoon, and Captain SPRYE considers 
that Baron RICHTHOFEN has, in his preference for the 
Tonking Songka river Route, refrained from noticing how 
much longer and more perilous the voyage is to the port 
at the Cuacum mouth of the Songka than it is to Rangoon, 
and that the advantages the Rangoon and Kiang Hung 
railway must possess over the China Sea and Songka River 
route are undoubted. The Captain dwells at length upon 
the richness of the Yunan province, and he quotes from 
many authorities on the subject, capes with many geo- 
graphical and statistical facts, which are very weighs 
arguments in his favour. The importance of the pro- 
jected new route is earnestly urged in a commercial 
point of view, the long inland carriage in China and the 
many peseing tolls, together with the risks in time of war, 
being deemed powerful reasons inst the present route. 
Captain SPRYE quotes a letter from Admiral SHERARD 
OsBorN, which appeared in The Times in 1860, and in which 
the perils which our commerce in the China Seas would 
undergo in time of war are clearly put forth. ‘TI will 
not,” says Admiral OsBorN, “waste time in efforts to 
“ impress upon official intellect what others have failed to 
“ impress upon it, but will try and point out how home 
“and Indian trade with China may be carried on by a 
“ shorter channel and one far less liable to capture in time 
“of war.” It is to give every facility and every encou- 
ragement to the development of trade with "Western 
Ch.2* direct from the Bay of Bengal. It is a question as 
much for *his country as for India.

and India is at the mercy of France. Captain Spryk pays 
a graceful tribute to the present Secretary of State for 
India, and concludes by hoping that numerous appeals 
sade by the Chambers of Commerce to the Home Govern- 
ment will lead the Government of India to sce that the 
days for exercising its power obstructively towards British 
commerce have now wholly passed away. Captain SPRYE 
includes in his letter copies of the communications addressed 
by him to the Duke of ARGYLL and Mr. GLADSTONE, which 
called forth a formal acknowledgment of receipt, and no- 
thing more. A letter from the Marquis of SALispurRy, 
however, contains the satisfactory reply that Captain 
Sprye’s letter has engaged the consideration of the Secre- 
tary of State in Council, and that a copy will be forwarded 
to the Government of India. Since the receipt of that 
communication it has been intimated that a despatch sanc- 
tioning the survey of the Kiang Hung route was about to 
be addressed by the Secretary of State to the Indian Go- 
vernment. 








WE understand that Vice-Admiral KRANTz, at present 
acting Governor of Cochin China, is to be replaced by Vice- 
Admira! RIBoURT, now on a special mission to New Cale- 
donia. Vice-Admiral Krantz will resume charge of the 
French fleet in the China seas.

La Chine; Son Histoire, Ses Ressources. Par Lovis Srrauss, 
Consul Honoraire de Belgique. Paris: Auguste Ghio. 1874. 


M. Strauss rightly considers that the interest which Europe 
takes in the affairs of the Far East is increasing every day, and 
for this and other reasons he desires in the voiume before us to 
make the commercial and industrial classes of Belgium acquainted 
with the political, social, and economic situation in the Middle 
Kingdom, and thus to contribute his mite towards arousing a 
spirit of enterprise amongst his fellow-countrymen and towards 
developing their relations with the countries of Eastern Asia, 
With this laudable end in view he has just published this work, 
which appears to us to be more comprehensive in its range of 
subjects than any other single book of its size on China with 
which we are acquainted. He divides his work into three main 

rtions, viz. (1), the History of China ; (2), China and its In- 

bitants ; (3), Products, 

M. Strauss treats the History of China as being most properly 
divisible into four periods of very irregular length. e first 
period, from B.c. 3,000 to a.p. 220, comprehending what he terms 
the first dynasties, he disposes of in a somewhat summary man- 
ner in thirteen pages. In eleven more pages he brings us down 
to A.D. 1368, giving a rapid sketch—to quote his own words—of 
the power of the Eunuchs, Troubles and Material Progress. 
We may mention that he considers the epoch of the Tang 
dynasty, A.D. 620 to 906, to be one of the most brilliant 
in the history of the Celestial Empire. The licence which 
had reigned under previous Sovereigns gave place to virtue 
and heroism. Chinese colonies established themselves in 
Thibet, Mongolia, Korea, and the Lewchew Islands. The 
Island of Hainan, colonised under the Han Dynasty, Tonkin, 
Cambodia, and Cochin-China, were added to the Empire, one 
after another, by conquest, treaty, or voluntary submission. 
Agriculture and industry, too, made rapid strides under the 
paternal administration of this dynasty. M. Strauss next 
treats briefly of the Ming Dynasty, a.p. 1368 to 1646, and finally 
he goes with more minuteness into the history of the Manchu 
Dynasty, which now occupies the Dragon throne. Of the most 
famous Emperor of this period our author observes :-—Kang-hsi 
died in 1722, after a reign of sixty years; his liberal and en- 
lightened ideas on political subjects facilitated the submission of 

* the cities of the South, and the definitive establishment of the 
Manchn Tartars on the throne of China. In his reign a fron- 
tier and commercial treaty was negotiated with Russia. On his 
death he left the Empire to his fourth son, Yung-chéng, so cele- 
brated in the history of China for the wisdom of his govern- 
ment, and, throughout the whole world, for the expulsion of the 
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Jesuits. Difficulties with foreigners occurred during his reign ; 
but, says M. Strauss, it was reserved for his son and successor, 
Chien-lung, to close the gates of his Empire to the civilisation of 
the West ; his reign, A.D. 1736-1796, was one of the longest and 
most brilliant in the history of his country. Of the occurrences 
during the reigns of this monarch’s successors in the present 
century it is unnecessary to speak, and we think M. Strauss 
would have done wisely had he dealt more concisely with them. 

In addressing himself to the second portion of his subject, 
our author remarks that this Empire, the most populoys on the 
face of the earth, and also the most vast, if we do not reckon 
the deserts comprehended in the Russian Empire, is divided 
into four parts, viz., China, properly so called, the kingdom of 
Korea, Chinese Tartary and the tributary countries. China 
Proper, we need hardly mention, consists of eighteen provinces, 
of which, in his statistical table, M. Strauss estimates the popu- 
lation to amount, twenty-two years ago, to 536,909,300. ese 
figures are simply preposterous, and, we should imagine, over- 
shoot the mark by nearly 200,000,000. ‘Though in the main he 
is fairly accurate, we must dissent from some of our author’s 
statements under the head of Za Fumille, and we think that he 
has dealt with that importaut question in too off-hand a manner. 
Fancy, too, such a subject as the Chinese language being dis- 
posed of in a page and a half! He next passes in review, deal- 
ing but brietly with each, such matters as Government and 
Society, Schools and Literary Institutions, Religions, Justice, 
Arts, Sciences. He then treats of what he terms Renseignements 
Hydrographiques, speaking successively of peninsulas, islands, 
mountains, rivers, and means of communication (under which 
heading he reproduces the old error that Yangtsze means Son of 
the Ovean,—a statement which shows that he is not acquainted 
with Chinese characters), of lakes and canals, incidentally in- 
forming us that the Grand Canal was begun in 1289, and 
finished in 1409 ; and finally he says a few words on the subject 
of railways. 








In the third division of his work M. Strauss discusses at 
length the products of the Chinese Empire, making a few 
remarks, by way of preface, on the climate and agriculture ; of 
the latter, he observes that it has been held in honour from 
time immemorial, and is elevated by law and custom above all 
the other professions. Further, an edict of the Emperor Yung- 
cheng conferred honours and recumpenses on all who should 
clear uncultivated lands ; and although the Sovereign is regarded 
as the proprietor of the soil, yet the cultivator only pays to the 
State an impost in the nature of a tenth. Our space will not 
admit of our attempting to follow our author through his re- 
marks on all the varied products of the vast empire of which he 
is writing, but the reader will find that he has some observations, 
of greater or less length, to make about almost every conceivable 
article of commerce, from fruits and vegetables up to tea and 
silk. Andmaus domestiques et Faune come in for a large share of 
his attention, nor are ornithology and icthyology neglected. M. 
Strauss next gives some account of the mineral products of 
China, and he has collected together much information respecting 
coal, iron, copper, the precious metals, &c., &c., of which it is not 
possible to give even an analysis here. Having made sundry 
remarks on industry, wages, and such like topics, he lays before 
his readers some tables of the imports and exports at the Treaty 
ports of China, together with a few observations on commercial 
matters generally ; and he concludes his work with a short 
appendix on the weights, measures, and money in use in China ; 
and here he gives us one or two curious pieces of information, 
viz., that instruments for weighing were employed in the Middle 
Kingdom as far back as the twelfth century B.c., and that the 
Chinese foot, or unit of length, was adopted by the Emperor 
Huang-ti about B.c. 2,600, the division into inches taking place 
some 30U years later. 


M. Strauss deserves much credit for the industry and care 
which he has expended on the volume before us ; but, in taking 
leave of his book, we must express our regret at the unintelli- 
gible manner in which Chinese words are reproduced. We were, 
of course, prepared for the usual vagaries of French pronuncia- 
tion ; but our author, apart from inconsistency, is more hopeless 
in this respect than French writers commonly are. To quote 
but one instance of his method of rendering Chinese sounds, who 
would understand that Ta-Tshieng-kwaw was intended to repre- 
sent the Chinese characters for “ the Kingdom of the Great Pure 
Dynasty ?” 





Mr, Benjamin Smith Lyman, who left this country for Japan 
last year in order to make geological surveys for the Japanese 
Government, has sent home a preliminary report of the survey 
of Yesso. With one exception all the surveyors were Japanese. 
The Bulletin of the Imperial Academy of St. Petersburg is pub- 
lishing a serics of papers entitled “ Diagnoses Plantarum norarum 
Japoniz et Mandshuiw.” They are contributed by M. Maxi- 
mowicz, and are a valuable addition to our knowledge of the Flora 
of Japan and Mantschouria. A work entitled “ La Province de 
Smyrne,” from the pen of Mr. Charles de Scherzer, Consul- 
General for Austria at Smyrna, has just been published. Mr. 
de Scherzer was a member of the Vovara Expedition in 1868 to 
Siam, China, and Japan.

Besides, are “‘ A” and his con- 
stituents invested with the prerogative of condonation } And is 
a member of the grand inquest of the nation, who discovers 

reat abuses, bound to hold his peace until he receives a brief ? 

et the colonists in future take a more active and intelligent 

art in the conduct of their own affairs; let them especially 
ook after their representatives, the non-official members, and 
we shall hear no more of performances such as “ 4” does not 
like anybody but himself to expose. Meanwhile let us observe 
what Lord Stanley’s drift really was. He had obviously no- 
thing to do with Sir H. Ord or with the Colonists. It was the 
Colonial-office that he called to account, and this was the burden 
of his case :—A colony is kept in hot water for years. Witha 
revenue of £300,000, no less than £50,000 is devoted to a Go- 
vernor’s palace, and £60,000 or £70,000 more to steamers. Worse 
still, a reprehensible practice of diverting public money from the 
objects to which it was destined to others more congenial to the 
Governor’s tastes or wants is resorted to. Another bad practice, 
that of receiving presents, is introduced. In one instance, a pay- 
ment is ordered to a favourite dependent which nothing could 
justify, which the Treasurer objected to and which the Colonial- 
office ordered to be refunded. Are these tales true? Has the 
Colonial-oftice investigated them? Will it do so? Or if it has 
already done so, will it produce its version of the facts and its 
decisions on them? This was the sum and substance of Lord 
Stanley's speech, and its object was manifestly to call to account 
the Minister of the Crown who is responsible for the good go- 
vernment of the Colonies. 

And what was the answer?) Lord Carnarvon refused a new 
enquiry indeed, but he promised all the correspondence which 
can throw light on the conduct of the Colonial-oftice as well as on 
that of the Governor. And in the mean time both he and the 
late Colonial Minister made speeches which left no doubt about 
the main facts, or the disapprobation which they had excited. 
“A” may consider all this “ a sad waste of time,” Lut those who 
love justice, however tardy, and those who know that publicity 
is an appropriate reward for evil as well as for good, will probably 
be of opinion that Lord Stanley rendered a great public service, 
and deserves the cordial approval of all classes for having dragged 
the doings of the late Straits executive before the bar of English 
publie opinion.—I am, &c., A. B.

THE ATCHIN WAR. 
(THE HOUR.) 

There is an old leaven of discontent which has fermented in the dis- 
tant East between the English and the Dutch. Recent diplomacy has 
not improved matters, and while the Atchinese Sultan had his grievance 
against us, it is the popular opinivn in Sumatra that the English officials 
at Singapore and Penang looked coldly upon the efforts of the Dutch 
tu crush vut the vestiges of Mohammedan rule in Atchin. It is said 
that the Chinese. who now swarm in the Indian Seas and form the bulk 
of the trading class, are bitterly hostile to the Dutch, and that they 
combine with the funatical or “ Arab" Mussulman party in bazaar 
intrigues against Dutch interests. M. Reville even states, though we 
should be loth to credit such an assertion without definite confirmation, 
that the Penang telegrams to Europe during the Atchinese war were 
believed to be coloured by an unfriendly feeling towards Holland. 
Whatever may be the truth of this rumour, it in any case in- 
dicates clements of political embarrassment in the Malayan 
Archipelago. We are apt to forget in England that the King- 
dom of the Netherlands possesses a Colonial Empire of twenty millions 
of souls, with exports of the annual value of £12,000,000. The Dutch 
East Indies are a firmly-welded Empire, and are strengthened by the 
geographical concentration of the main islands of the Archipelago. 
Java has always been the most precious jewel in the colonial possessions 
of Holland. Not to mention numerous smaller islands, we find Celebes 
to the south of Java, and Sumatra, now for all practical purposes wholly 
under the Dutch dominion, on the north. To this we must add the 
partial rights of sovereignty which the Dutch assert over Papua or New 
Guinea. We ure quite ready tw agree with M. Reville that a limit should 
be put to international jealousics, and that the European Powers should 
recognise in the Dutch Colonial Empire what we ourselves claim to 
exercise in India—the beneficent and civilising influences of a superior 
race. But there are plitical precautions which savour not of jealousy 
but of wisdom, andwe think that public attention should be drawn 
tothe subject when M. Reville coolly annexes Borneo upon paper to the 
Dutch East Indies. He adinits, it is true, that the extent of Dutch 
authority in that island is only partial But it will be the fault of 
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be a feudatory of the British Empire. All we say is that, through a 
friendly Rajah, himself an Englishman by blood, we have a footing in 
Borneo, and we should be very careful that there and elsewhere in the 
Malayan Archipelago we do not lose ground through apathy or perverted 
policy. Though weak in Europe, the Dutch are by no means con- 
temptible rivals when once the Straits of Malacca are passed. In the 
Indian Seas they are relatively strony, and the fact of our growin« 
unpopularity whenever we come in collision with the Dutch in the East. 
should make us anxious to guard against the decadence of our preatiye 
and our commerce. Kven should the Dntch be always friendly or 
pacific, we must remember that, if they were to combine with some 
other naval Power, they might give us grievous trouble. The duty 
before us is plain. It is to collect accurate information as to our in- 
terests in the Malayan Archipelago, and as to all forces which may 
operate prejudicially to our trade or legitimate political influence. This 
being dune, we should adopt a firm and consistent Colonial policy, and 
always keep the route on the high seas clear from our Indian ire 
to the Australian Continent.

CUURTS (STRAITS SETTLEMENTS) BILL. 

(17th.) On the motion for considering the Commons’ atnendments on 
this Bill, Lord Stantry of ALDERLEY said this Bill had as yet received 
no discussion, fur the noble earl (the Earl of Carnarvon) never answered 
the objectiuns which he made to its principle, and when it passed 
through Comuittee he was too much disconcerted by the discussion 
which preceded that of this Bill to make effectual opposition to the 
vague and dubious expression of “civilised Powers,” which had now 
disappeared from the Billl. But, so far as the country was concerned, 
this Bill, in all its stages, had passed through a Secret Committee, for 
neither the country nor their lordships kuew anything of what occurred 
with regard tu it in the other House beyond the fact recorded in the 
minutes that the Solicitor-General of the late Government put down a 
notice fur the rejection of the Bill. How had these amendments come 
to pass? Three hypotheses were possible ; either they were carried by 
a majority, which was improbable with the large majority the Govern- 
ment possessed, or the Secretary vf State's colleagues and Under-Secre- 
tary threw over the “civilised Powers” aa untenable and indefensible ; or, 
more probably, the noble earl, aftercalm reflection, notwithstanding that he 
had appeared in Committee to be so enamoured of the term “ civilised 
Powers,” withdrew it himself. He must remind their lordships that 
there was nv similarity between the state of things attempted to be set 
up by this Bill and the extra-territorial jurisdictium which existed in 
Turkey and China and other countries. There an inamunity from loaal 
jurisdiction existed in favour of foreigners, because it had been freely 
granted by the Ottoman Emperorsin the plenitude of their power, and 
in China and other countries it had been conceded after negotiation. 
Here, on the contrary, no immunity was sought for or behalf of our own 
subjects, but it was sought by an Act of Parliament to assume jurisdic- 
tion over forcigners for acts done by them in a foreigm country, and this 
without the consent, or even the knowledge, of their own Sovereigns. 
There was an additional reason why their lordships should not passa 
Bill which legislated fur another country, without its knowledge 
or consent, and that was the bad precedent which they would 
be setting, and which at this moment might be _ imitated. 
He asked their lordships not to proceed any further with this Bill, be- 
cause, in the words of a petition which he had presented against it, ‘‘it 
proposed to do what is inherently and in the nature of things impos- 
sible, since by the law of nature and of nations no Sovereign could have 
any legal authority out of his own territories. To pretend, therefore, 
to confer such authority is an usurpation and an act of violence, the 
more dangerous as it is clothed with an appearance of legality by 
being put into the shape of an Act of the Legislature.” Having argued 
at some length that this Bill was an infraction of the Law of Nations, 
he then said that, leaving the Law of Nations, he desired to ask their 
attention to other considerations. The public here, and also in the 
Straits, had got the idea that this Bill was part of, and connected 
with, the engagements recently made in Perak and Salangore. 
Though this was not the case, it would be impossible to per- 
suade them otherwise; and it would be still more difficult to 
convince the public and the Sovereigns of Burmah, Siam, and China 
that this was not the case; and when all the other objections to 
this Bill were taken into consideration, it could hardly be thought 
worth while to pass it at the risk of creating alarm and disquietude, 
and interpusing fresh obstacles to the advance of trade in all those 
countries. The principle of the Bill had received no discussion. The 
Bill was not a Government Bill. The noqle earl (Carnarvon) told the 
House on a former occasion that it had been drawn up by the Straits 
Attorney-General. Half the Bill, or half the offenders intended to be 
brought under its effects, had been lust by the Commons’ amendments 
limiting it to natives of the Malay Peninsula, and excluding the 
Chinese. The noble lord concluded by moving that the Commons’ 
amendments be considered this day three months. 

The Earl of Carnarvon said that all the amendments of the Com- 
mons did was to define more accurately the class of subjects to be 
brought within the Bill. Their Lordships then divided on the question 
that the amendments of the Commons be now considered :—-

Reports have been current as to the failure of further firms in 
China, both English and German, but nothing authentic has 
been received in the late telegrams, and there appears to be no 
foundation for the rumours. 

Messrs. Schroder and Co. announce that the half-yearly in- 
terest, due Ist proximo, on the Imperial Government of Japad 
Customs Loan for £100,000 will, together with the bonds drawn 
on the 7th May last, be paid on and after that date.

a railway, twenty miles in length, from St. Martinho to Guimar 
raea, in the province of Minho, Portugal. The line is unde 
special concession from the King of Portugal, and will join th 
Douro-Minho Railways at St. Martinho, now being constructe 
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by the Government. The junction will also connect the com- 
pany’s line with the Lisbon and Oporto Railway.
